HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Picture restoring 1 . Any holes or fissures 
on the surface of the panel or canvas should be 
first filled up. This is done by working in 
firmly with a palette knife a paste made of 
whiting and parchment size of the same con- 
sistence as putty, or stiff glue may be used with 
the whiting instead of the size. If the picture 
has been painted on an oil ground it may be 
carefully filled in with white lead made into a 
stilt consistence with linseed oil. When any 
of these pastes are hard and dry, rub off the 
superfluous portion with fine-grained cork 
damped with a little water, then cleanse the 
surface by a rag dipped in turpentine or ox 
gall merely damped, not wetted. If the colors 
are much obscured place the painting for two 
or three months opposite a window which 
receives the sunlight. To see that the colors 
applied are of the proper tone lay on a very 
thin coat of diluted mastic varnish. In mixing 
tints to match the parts to be repainted none 
but clear and pure tints, compounded of as few 
colors as possible, should be used. A tint 
compounded of two colors is more permanent 
than one of three. Work the tints well to- 
gether with ivory or horn palette knife as steel 
has a sensitive effect on all colors prepared 
from lead, mercury, antimony, etc. The color 
must be as thick and pasty as possible, not oily 
or sloppy. The old masters, whose works have 
come down in the brightest condition, used 
tints in the least possible fluid condition. A 
good scale of pigments is flake white, yellow 
ochre, Venetian red, lake, Vandyke brown, 
Antwerp blue, with some few others occasion- 
ally as circumstances demand. The tints used 
should always be a shade or degree brighter 
than the part they are matched to in repairing, 
for they dry darker. When the painting is 
restored, keep in a tolerably dry atmosphere, 
unvarnished. As the paint hardens, the oil of 
the renewed paint will rise to the surface and 
should be carefully wiped by turpentine. Some 
months should elapse before varnishing. 

A hint. The best and most picturesque 
furniture in all times has been simple in 
general form. It may have been enriched by 
complex details of carved work or inlay, but 
its main outline was always chaste and sober 
in design, never running into extravagant 
contours or unnecessary curves. A piece of 
furniture thoroughly good in design may not 
have a single curve about it, so rectangular as 
clearly to indicate the construction of its 
wooden framework, with joints tenoned and 
pinned together so as to ensure constant 
stability. 

There is nothing: specially new in the 
designs for silver unless it is the darker finish 
given, making it very rich, especially in tea 
sets. The shapes vary a little this spring, in- 
clining somewhat more to the squat or short 
styles. Chasing or etching in silver and silver 
plate is being revived ; it is very substantial, 
but no more so than hammered silver nor half 
so pretty, but chacun d son gout. The silver- 
smiths must find something new under the sun 
every year to please their customers, and it is 
more difficult than one imagines. 

To cover all space between the mantel 
and the ceiling with tapestry has been con- 
sidered quite chic, but it was formerly stretched 
tight across the surface. Now it is hung full, 
suspended from supports just below the 
ceiling, not a rod unless a slighter one than 
that used for portieres. As many as a dozen 
or half a dozen brass headed nails hold the 
cords that fasten the tapestry. The bottom 
falls in graceful folds just upon the mantel 
piece. 

Screens are now mounted without any 
wood showing, the material used covering 
everything, but put on in such a way to allow 
of folding. Some of the new designs are very 
pretty trellis patterns with grape or other 
climbing vines. Screens have now become an 
indispensable adjunct to every room, in fact a 
necessity, not a luxury.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

It cannot be too well known that the 
choleraic germ — and the same may be said for 
other plague sporules, typhoid included — can- 
not exist where there is abundance of pure air: 
The dilution, medical men tell us, of poisons of 
this kind renders them inert. I do not think it 
is dilution that effects this. In my opinion, 
just as there is a deadly serpent— an ophiopha- 
gous reptile — which eats deadly snakes, so 
there is a gaseous poison that destroys plague 
poisons, and that is oxygen gas, which in its 
diluted form we breathe, and cannot live with- 
out. 

"Then," said Captain Horton, "If I 
understand you aright, you would defend the 
Fortress of Life from the attacks of invisible 
enemies by means of disinfection." 

" Call it rather by perfect purification of all 
our surroundings, and the maintenance of 
complete and thorough cleanliness. I do not 
quite like the word ' disinfectants ' for many 
reasons. A disinfectant is never needed when 
there is pure air and wholesomeness. You 
may destroy dangerous emanations and foul- 
ness in the air by the use of disinfectants, but 
the best plan is to remove the cause. A person 
by constantly using disinfectants might manage 
to live — hardly in health, though — in a room 
permeated by the vapors from a cesspool. 
Removal of the latter would be the wiser way 
of going to work. 

"Again, a disinfectant may be itself a 
poisoner of the air, and often it is a mere make- 
believe. You smell the odor of the chemical, 
whether it be chlorine, or carbolic, or anything 
else, and you say to yourself, * Why, this disin- 
fectant is doing its work nicely. No impurity 
can exist in the air where this is.' 

"So, I say, do not trust altogether to dis- 
infection ; it is a good servant, but wants care- 
ful guidance and watching, and must not have 
more work to do than it can accomplish." — A 
Family Doctor, in CasselVs Family Magazine for 
April. 

Candlesticks. There is a steadily increas- 
ing demand for metallic candlesticks of good 
design. These articles pertain to associations 
of medieval times, and are appropriately pro- 
duced in quaint forms with encrusted arid 
raised ornaments or engraved incised lines. In 
one design an ebonized stand is encircled by 
two tiers of twisted brass supports richly 
chased, each holding a candle at top, and from 
these spring segmental arched forms which 
meet in a central ornament. Other frames are 
in standard form, with straight and curved 
cross pieces richly chased, the row of supports 
on the former being at different elevations, so 
as to present an arc of light. 

Models for object drawing 1 . To make 
models for object drawing mix plaster of Paris 
with warm water to the consistence of cream. 
Attach short quill or metaltube to article, then 
oil it with linseed oil and cover. As the plaster 
sets divide it into two or more parts with a 
strong thread. Next separate the parts and 
brush inside with linseed oil boiled with sugar 
of lead. Unite parts with twine and wrap 
cotton bands round joints. Pour in through 
the tube plaster of Paris of thin consistence, 
melted wax, gutta percha or sulphur. 

Old bronze colorations. Antique green 
bronze was obtained by washing the metal in a 
liquid made of ten grains marine salt, the same 
quantity of cream of tartar and acetate of 
copper, the whole dissolved in vinegar with 
thirty grains of carbonate of soda. The 
Florentine bronze was produced by means of 
green vitriol (sulphate of iron), and then rub- 
bing with wax. Verdigris was produced by 
dippings in a solution of sal ammonia and 
waxing afterwards. 

Realistic picture frames. We give this 
title to the frames now being made in which 
the ornamentation is designed to be appropri- 
ate to the subject of the painting or etching, as 
crossed oars, fishing net and prow of galley to 
a seapiece, or visors, breast-plate and lances in 
relievo where a knightly tournament or battle 
8 depicted ; a summer scene is surrounded 
with choice fruits and flowers. 

A very pretty way of fastening market 
harbor chair cushions is to embroider straps 
that hold the cushion or pillow with initials 
and appropriate mottoes. All the letters how- 
ever must be embroidered lengthwise in the 
new esthetic style now prevailing, beside being 
much easier to read than if embroidered the 
other A way.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

A French interior. The kitchens of the 
great French farm houses appear to maintain 
the same unique type from age to age. The 
central object is the mighty Imche of beech 
wood crackling in its bed of ashes under the 
ample chimney-breast, the steaming cauldron 
depending from a chain above it, and the 
various fourneaux on each side. A long walnut 
table is spread with a snow white cloth, and 
bone rings holding napkins lie in rows. Upon 
it are sundry long and taper black bottles, huge 
primitive salt cellars, uncouth cutlass-shaped 
black knives. The end of the spacious apart- 
ment opposite the chimney is open across its 
whole breadth, connecting it with another and 
smaller room, the recessed appearance of which 
with stone muUion narrow windows sunk in 
thick walls and garnished with flowers is highly 
picturesque. Around the kitchen walls are 
massive walnut presses, those which are open 
presenting heaps of linen piled and folded on 
every shelf. Numberless articles of culinary 
use, intermixed with farming and garden im- 
plements, the handles bright with enamel paint, 
furnish the walls, and mirrors lend their en- 
livening influence. The tiled floor is strewn 
with sand, and a pendide of some pretensions 
points the hours with its elaborately wrought 
hands. 

Altering 1 a pattern size to scale. In 
applying embroidery, it is often found conven- 
ient to alter the size of a pattern. The diffi- 
culty in enlarging or reducing it is to maintain 
the same scale of parts. The following is the 
method: Rule the engraved pattern with a 
number of colored lines at equal distances, 
both horizontal and perpendicular, until it is 
covered with squares. The size of these 
squares must be determined by the intricacy 
of the design and the skill of the draughts- 
woman. Then outline on a sheet of paper a 
square which will enclose intended size of work 
and cover it with the same number of- squares, 
measuring off by the compass the distances at 
which the lines are to be drawn. Now copy 
the design, taking care that each part shall 
come into the corresponding square of the 
drawing. 

Ye art of painting'. In a manuscript on 
the art of painting written in the middle of the 
seventeenth century, we find the following 
curious passages : " As you find out one true 
coulor so lay them on one by another, and 
when you have laid it on, then if you find it is 
not exact break it on the cloth till it be rite. 
Now for bouldness in painting my master 
commanded me to be bould and fear nothing 
and force my coulor home to the ground and 
with my pencil to strike on the cloth as though 
I were leaning against a brick wall. I am sure 
I never doe soe well as when I use the greatest 
freedom and confidence in my hand." 

Wall paper patterns. A new wall paper 
pattern has a gold ground completely spaced 
out with circles, ovals, squares, oblongs, 
rhomboids and other figures in Pompeian red, 
and irregularly laid, these being filled in with 
such subjects as water and reeds, birds, land- 
scapes, flowers, kiosks, pavilions, and other 
devices, chiefly in light greens, olives and 
pearl tints. The general appearance is bizarre, 
but the multiplicity of objects is highly sug- 
gestive. Another pattern consists of star-like 
spangles of gold connected with thorn work of 
the same hue on a cerulean blue ground. 

The latest for small sachets is to make 
them of white linen with fringed ends and lace 
stitches. Crossed with narrow satin ribbon or 
daintily finished with a bow of the same and 
filled with orris root or other delicate per- 
fumes they are very acceptable presents.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

The magnificent festivities of which 
Versailles was the seat were carried on in a 
fashion unexampled in the history of the 
country, and without regard to cost. Feasts, 
balls, tournaments and hunting excursions 
succeeded each other with wonderful rapidity, 
and kept the circle for which they were de- 
signed in a constant nutter of excitement. 
Gorgeous dresses, luxurious entertainments, 
costly equipages, with all the other necessaries 
of such a mode of life, entailed an expenditure 
which even the magnificent monarch found it 
not easy to meet. Heavy taxation had to be 
resorted to, and the industrial classes had to 
bear the brunt. The country was indeed 
groaning under the weight of its taxes, and it 
did not put the people in better humor when 
they saw how the money went. Already a low 
mutter of complaint might be heard — a mutter 
that became more loud in the latter part of the 
reign of Louis, which was as much crowded 
with national disasters as the first part had 
been replenished with national triumphs. 
Under his successor, Louis XV., the complaint 
that many millions of francs were spent for the 
king's pleasures, became more and more 
threatening. It was in the third reign, that of 
Louis XVI., who was really a better man than 
either of his predecessors, that the dragon's 
teeth at. last became armed men.— Prof. Blaikie 
in The Quiver for April. ') 

Paintings as ornaments. Paintings form 
such an essential feature of mural decoration 
that it may be thought ungracious on our part 
to suggest that the gratification of taste in this 
form may be overdone. Where a room is by 
no means spacious, the introduction of a con- 
siderable number of paintings will limit its 
apparent size to an undesirable extent. It is 
better to vary from time to time the paintings 
in a room than to crowd them. Let those thus 
temporarily weeded be placed in private apart- 
ments where, though not seen by visitors, they 
will impart an air of brightness and vivacity of 
which the inmates of a household will get the 
full benefit. Further, the general aspect of 
parlors, drawing, and dining-rooms may thus 
be advantageously varied. 

Alabaster and marble ornaments. There 
have been of late considerable importations 
from Italy of alabaster and marble ornaments 
for pedestals and mantels, many of these in the 
form of vases and after classic types. The 
general form is first carved out with mallet 
and chisel, then cemented to the chuck of a 
revolving lathe, and a steel tool kept cool by 
dropping water, is applied to it to fashion the 
details of ornament. Polishing is successively 
done by grit stone, pumice, and emery, the 
polish being heightened by rubbing with the 
finest putty. Handles are separately wrought, 
and then made to adhere firmly to the vase. 

Porcelain tiles and mosaics. Foreign 
imported porcelain tiles of exquisite beauty as 
regards the painting, which is fired, are being 
used for tops of toilette tables and also for 
sub-bases. They have been introduced into 
the decoration of conservatories. For hall and 
small cabinet table tops mosaic is in favor. 

Animals in majolica. Animal forms in 
majolica, some large as life and brought out as 
separate pieces, chiefly attract our attention 
for the artistic skill displayed in them, especi- 
ally in facial expression, coloring and postures. 
Some of these specimens rival in effect the best 
efforts of the art of taxidermy. 

Canes. No indications of the directions 
taken by popular taste, however slight, should 
be overlooked. A decided penchant has been 
developed for canes of costly woods with rich 
and quaint handles. Jewelers are doing quite 
a business in dainty and elaborately chased 
gold headed canes. There is quite a run on 
the cane stores for Irish blackthorns. 

Another' useful present for a wakeful 
invalid is a soft silken bag filled with pine 
cones or pine needles, the latter however needs 
replenishing occasionally. They can be em- 
broidered with appropriate mottoes.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Upholstery textiles. Silk is more em- 
ployed than ever in upholsteries, this being in 
part due to the advance made in working up 
the cheaper grades. Silk and mohair plushes 
are also greatly in favor ; of these some houses 
have more than fifty descriptions. One of the 
rmost attractive of pure silk plushes has mottled 
shades of a rich dark brown on a red ground. 
Tasteful designs for parlor furniture appear in 
velour Bagdad and velour Trevise. Mohair 
plush is offered plain or embossed, electa or 
long napped ; then there is Sultan or crumpled, 
the Alhambra plush, and the frisee with its 
corduroy stripe. Turcoman and' jute velours 
in Egyptian patterns are used for portieres # 
Indian silk Madras is in favor for curtains. 

The modern sarcophagus. Among the 
costly coffins of the hour are several in Egypt- 
ian style, found with the mummies in the Pyra- 
mids, the representation not only including 
form but lettering and symbols, incised and 
filled in with blue and red colors. Sphinx 
heads are attached to the foot boards,- the 
handles are snakes, the edges have painted 
borders. The curved sides are certainly an 
improvement on the unsightly six-sided angular 
form in U6e, but this adoption of inscriptions 
and figures in the decoration of surface, most of 
which are applied without knowledge of their 
significance, is in questionable taste. 

Decorations of Chinese temples. The 
chief ornamentations in Chinese temples are 
folding doors embellished on the inside face by 
birds of rich plumage and fruit of" pomegranate 
trees, roofs of glazed yellow tiles resting on 
wooden pillars decorated Tby basso relievo 
representations of the five ^clawed- dragon. 
Then there is the throne of carved wood of red 
color and richly gilded and surmounted by a 
canopy of yellow silk. Before it stands the 
altar. The remaining decorations are standards 
cast in brass or other metal, with representa- 
tions of the sun, moon and dragons, these 
being mounted on red poles. 

Japanese lacquer work. The delicacies 
and subtleties of line and surface of the low 
relief in Japanese lacquer, sometimes as deli- 
cate as the modeling of the best European 
coins, requires great and patient labor and the 
highest skill. This relief work is effected by 
delicate and repeated painting with lacquer, 
followed by the most careful grinding with 
points of charcoal of great fineness. Gold of 
various colors and sometimes mixed with ver- 
milion, is applied in the form of dust, the 
superfluous parts being wiped off. The lacquer 
used is the corrosive juice of the lactiferous 
vessels of a plant known as Rhus vernicifera. 

Mosaic marble inlays. Choice examples, 
chiefly from objects of flower and insect life, 
are readily bought up. The design traced on 
the marble is cut with a chisel, and the pieces, 
shaped to the cavities, are attached with 
mastic. Finally the whole is polished with a 
soft stone. The artist makes strokes or etch- 
ings where shadows are required, afterwards 
engraving the strokes with a chisel and filling 
up with black mastic poured on hot. 

Horn imitation of tortoise shell. First 
steam and press the horn into proper shape, 
then apply with a small brush equal parts of a 
mixture of quicklime and litharge mixed with 
strong soap lees. Brush off when dry and re- 
peat the operation two or three times, when the 
horn will assume a fine mottled appearance. 
Parts are rendered reddish brown with whiting 
and the stain. 

To cement brass on glass. Boil one part 
of caustic soda and three parts of resin in boil- 
ing water and knead the same with half the 
quantity of plaster of Paris. This cement is 
resistive to petroleum, but dissolves under the 
action of water. 

Chinese dragons. The imperial standard 
of the empire is always represented as a five- 
clawed dragon, while the ordinary flag of the 
country bears a device of a four clawed 
dragon. 

Miniature folding beds for dolls are 
having quite a run.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Painted ceramic frieze. Let some of our 
lady amateur painters of porcelain take as a 
subject the water- witch. She stands on a 
shell floating on the water and holds above her 
head a ribbon wafted sideways by the wind. 
The wings, long hair reaching forward and 
flowing mantle supply the relief to the flesh 
color of the figure. A blue band with lines of 
golden color encircle the auburn hair. The 
garment is greenish gray with white flower 
pattern, the border a red band painted with 
dull gold color, lining of pale crimson with dull 
yellow color. The background is formed by 
juicy greens of many 6hades, merging in parts 
into rich dark hues and purples. • 

Sedan chairs as cabinets. Curiously 
carved, gilded and delicately painted Sedan 
chairs, exhibiting a lightsome elegance of 
contour are being put to new service as cabi- 
nets, the upper shelves the depth of the seat, 
the lower brought forward to the door, which 
is partially kept open to display articles not 
visible from front and side sashes. The lining 
of sides and roof is of tinsel braid. The iron 
sockets of the side poles by which the Sedan 
chair was borne, are retained for their realistic- 
suggestiveness. The purpose to which thii* 
obsolete article is put is noticeable rather foi 
its oddity than taste. * 

Finishing* hardwood surfaces. In finish- 
ing ornamental hardwoods, care should be 
taken not to surcharge them with linseed oil, 
preparatory to applying the fillers, for the 
effect, which is intensified by chemical changes 
in the oil, is to cloud and blur the original 
purity of the surface. For a filler, as bringing 
out delicate lights, shades, and veins, one 
having silica, which is colorless, as its base of 
composition is to be preferred. 

To gild ebony. The portion to be gilded 
should be coated with brown dryer, which is 
then covered with gold bronze. Next apply a 
white glazing varnish, which rub when dry with 
a mixture of black oil paint, having in it a 
little beeswax dissolved in turpentine. A soft 
cloth is used with rounded surface, the coating 
being removed from parts where it is desired 
that the gilding should show through. 

Art and nature. Were all art a mere 
transcript of individual nature, it would sink 
into insignificance, but a previous and intimate 
acquaintance with its parts is necessary so to 
modify and vary the arrangement as to display 
that adaptive skill in which imagination, whilst' 
consistent with nature at large, really trans- 
forms the object. 

There is nrach beauty in the long-necked 
eastern jar with bulbous body narrowing with 
graceful curve into a long, slender neck with 
pouting lip. The lower portions of bottles of 
this form designed for long stemmed flowers 
and with surface of mottled stone colors, are 
encased in rich colored silk Detting with cord 
for hanging. 

Octagon, oval, round and other shaped 
tables are made, the top of which is hollowed 
and the edge inlaid with flowers well executed. 
One top of ebony has around it a slight wreath 
composed of the passion flower, tiger lily, con- 
volvulus, scarlet fuschia, and various others of 
one shade slightly variegated. 

Pine for ornament. White and yellow- 
pine are coming to be used in their natural 
colors, the surface being simply varnished, not 
stained, for portions of interior decorative 
wood work. Previous to the application of 
the varnish, the wood is coated with a glue size 
to fill up the pores. 

Silver plate of respectable firms contains 
more than five pennyweights of silver to the 
pound of copper or other metal on which the 
plate is rolled previously to the formation of 
the articles required. 

To take out stains in silver plate. Steep 
in soap lyes for four hours, then cover with 
whiting, wet with vinegar and dry at fire. 
After rubbing off whiting pass dry bran over 
surface. 

Knockers. There is a return to the front 
knockers of olden times, and although not in 
such ponderous forms much the same devices 
are presented. Masques, griffin heads and 
other fantasies hold the loosely hung iron ring. 

"Window brackets. Window metal brackets 
for holding flower pots, and movable radiating 
arms, appear in singularly beautiful forms. 
Some of the most elegant are damascened in 
gold and silver. 

Leather toilet and work boxes with 
front panel falling down on lifting the lid and 
with convenient receptacles for articles on 
each side and at back, are quite the style. 

Wood that has been warped may be 
brought straight again, in some cases, by 
wetting the converse side and placing it in the 
sun or at a moderate distance from the fire.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Canes. Gentlemen are somewhat restricted 
by fashion in the wearing of personal jewelry, 
but compensation is now found in handsome 
gold and 6ilver chased heads to canes — spheri- 
cal, octagonal, and in the crutch style. Bulbou6 
and coronet shaped heads are set with colored 
enamels and precious stones. Delicate ivory 
carved mountings are displayed. Sword canes, 
the weapons richly chased, are revived. A 
combination walking stick is fitted with a tele- 
scope. Irish blackthorn without the knots is a 
favorite wood. 

Oak boxes. Semblances of the oaken 
boxes that in former times were used for the 
storing of family plate, richly carved, and with 
massive wrought metal hinges, locks and 
mountings, are being introduced in a less 
massive character for hall furnishing and in a 
miniature form for parlor, chamber, and 
boudoir ornaments. They are fully in keeping 
with renaissance surroundings. 

Urns. The return of the urn to the tea 
table is to be welcomed as supplying, in the 
styles they are now produced, a handsome 
center piece, not to speak of its manifest use, 
and the soft humming sound of the steam 
which takes the place of the kettle on the 
hearth. The heat of the water is maintained 
by the insertion of a piece of iron heated to 
redness in a central socket. 

New method, of decorating: picture 
frames. Picture frames are now being orna- 
mented by impressing designs by dies. The 
impressions made are on the side of the grain. 
The ornamental figures are smoothed up with 
fine sand paper. The designs may be worked 
to a depth not ordinarily obtained' by the 
embossing process. 

Textiles and metallic and ceramic ware. 
It has become quite the fashion to enwrap the 
base of richly decorated metallic and ceramic 
vases with folds of bright toned silk, the vase 
or other ornament resting on and being 
bordered by the same. The hues of the silk 
are such as will set off the surface colors of the 
article. 

Napkin rings. Napkin rings are now 
made with attached stands instead of resting 
loosely on the table cloth, these stands consist- 
ing of leaves and other simple devices in 
metallic colors and chased.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Wax painting:. We would commend to 
lady artists, professional and amateur, the 
practice of wax painting. The ancient Greeks 
termed it encaustic painting from their using 
heat in working, the colors being amalgamated 
simply with the wax and laid on the surface in 
a liquid state. The process we adopt . is 
different. A surface of the purest wax is fixed 
and smoothed to the uniformity of a sheet of 
ivory ; the colors are then mixed with any 
liquid medium that from its affinity will con- 
vert the ground substance into an absorbent 
body, so rendering permanent the painting. 
The pictures are executed with much less 
trouble than those of oil pictures, and on ivory 
occasion much less inconvenience, because 
the work can be left off and begun again at any 
time without inconvenience. 

A novel hall lamp is of brilliant amber 
colored glass, square in form, with sides pur- 
posely distorted from true planes, and each of 
these bearing a knightly figure in transparent 
enamel, made up of off-hand but clever dashes 
of color with but little detail. It is sustained 
by oxidized silver chains, with center pendant 
of blue steel ball with projecting spikes. From 
the heads of crossed spears in oxidized 6ilver 
beneath the lamp depend chains each with 
similar pendant to above. 

A curious antiquated form of candlestick 
is now manufactured in bright metal. It con- 
sists of a continuous coil of brass pipe rising 
from a flat stand, so disposed as to constitute 
an inclined plane. In the upper portion is a 
thin iron socket for candle, and attached to a 
spring beneath it is a small iron bar extending 
slightly beyond the coil. On pushing this bar 
it revolves within the coil, elevating or depress- 
ing the socket according to the direction 
given. 

A movable looking: glass with paneled 
border of blue plush set with round gilded nail 
heads, has segmental sides, also of silvered 
glass in shape like the fourth part of an oval 
attached by hinges to the central frame, and 
which can be adjusted to any angle, thus 
bringing into view side surfaces. It may be 
used not only for the toilet but to multiply re- 
flections with accompanying change of appear- 
ance of ornamental articles. 

A new lamp with square base of brass 
paneled with owls and other emblems of night, 
and bordered with elegant leaf work, is sur- 
mounted by a dome of thin sheet oxydized 
brass, having apart from each other and near 
the base a circlet of jewels. Within the dome 
is the lamp, which thus shoots out streams of 
colored light. The lamp is wholly hid with 
the exception of the top of the chimney, which 
rises above the dome. 

New wood. Of southern woods not as yet 
turned to account is the tupelo gum, growing 
abundantly among large cypress trees. It is 
extremely white, very light, and though so 
tough and tenacious as to bear a heavy strain, 
has the softness of cork. It might be used 
with advantage for ornamental shapes to be 
wholly or partially lacquered. Some of the 
best Japanese lacquered work is executed on 
wood almost as thin as paper. 

Pottery frieze panel. A good subject for 
a pottery frieze panel painting, for which ama- 
teurs will thank us, is that of a cymbal player. 
It may be painted in flat conventional colors, 
the main body of the work being of pale green 
buff. The background may be formed by a 
mixture of ultramarine, umber, and white. 
The figures are to be drawn in Indian red out- 
line, the hair pale yellow. Put in a grassy 
bank in soft green. 

An objection to stained floor borders is 
that they wear shabby, but linseed oil applied 
to worn places, or to the whole surface has a 
wonderfully renovating effect. They can also 
easily be re-stained, size^ and varnished. 
Stained floors covered with a few Turkey or 
Persian rugs or Japanese mattings of soft 
yellow, green and dull red patterns, are 
economical, cleanly and pleasing. 

Decorated wire cloth in upholstery. 
Among new upholstery materials is a fine wire 
cloth placed over the textile cover and on 
which ornamental designs, such as arabesques, 
flower garlands, etc., as borders or centers, are 
worked by hand in colored silks. The appear- 
ance of a parlor suite may thus be handsomely 
renewed. The meshes of the wire, which is in 
all colors, are exceedingly fine. 

Dating: ornamental metal work. As 
metal work will last for ages we would suggest 
to designers and manufacturers the attachment 
of dates to articles of high artistic merit, so 
that the present period may have credit for the 
same with posterity. The medieval artists 
were careful to attach dates to their produc- 
tions.
